On the right of 10/ 1 1 th November, 1974, three 
detachments of the Central Reserve Police Force were 
detailed under the command of Shri M. P. Nathanael, 
Deputy Superintendent of Police to apprehend some 
armed hostilcs who were seen in the Tamenglong vil- 
lage of Manipur. When one of the detachments led by 
Shri M. P. Nathanael entered Tamenglong village to 
search out the hostiles, they were fired upon by the 
hostilcs. Shri Nathanael returned the fire but sustained 
bullet injuries in both legs and fell down. Inspitc of 
the serious injuries, he kept on firing on the hostiles and 
urged his group to maintain the charge. 
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Seeing Shri Nathanael falling down, Sbri Guman 
Singh regardless of the personal risk to himself took up 
the position and fired with his L.M.G. and killed one of 
the hostiles. 

Meanwhile Shri Oxn Prakash who was also in the de- 
tachment, in utter disregard of his safety rushed to the 
place where Shri Nathanael was lying wounded and 
evacuated him to a place of safety. While he was so 
doing he was a hostile aiming at him and Shri Natha- 
nael. Showing presence of mind and quick reflexes, 
he fired at the hostile injuring him, and thus saved his 
own life and that of his officer. 

In the mopping up operations that followed the 
Police Party were able to capture 4 top ranking hostiles 
along with their arms and ammunitions. 

In this encounter Shri M. P. Nathanael, Shri Guman 
Singh and Shri Om Prakash exhibited exceptional 
courage, gallantry and conspicuous devotion to duty.

DECORATION HAS BEEN AWARDED. 

Shri Surendra Narain Singh was a member of a 
Police part)' led by the Superintendent of Police, 
Muzallarpur to apprehend some extremists who had 
planned to commit dacoity and murder in village Sher- 
pur. When the extremists were surrounded by the 
Police party, they threw bombs and opened fire. The 
pcilice returned the fire and in the encounter one extre- 
mist was killed. Others however, managed to escape. 

Some time afterwards Shri S. N. Singh along with 
another officer was assigned a difficult task in the extre- 
mist infested area which he accomplished at great lisk 
to his life. 

On 2nd August, 1972, Shri- Surcndra Narain Singh 
was detailed with a raiding party to apprehend one 
extremist named Sripati Mahto who was wanted in 
about a dozen cases of dacoity, nuuder, loot, etc. The 
police party laid an ambush for the extremists but 
the later got suspicious and managed to escape. Shri 
S. N. Smgh then proceeded with other members of his 
party to village Keshopur where the extremists had 
planned to assemble for erimmitting a dacoity and mur- 
dei. The police parly weie able to apprehend Sripati 
Mahto. When the police party was taking him by the 
National highway to Sakra Police Station about 20/25 
extremists attacked them with a view to rescue the 
apprehended extremist. The extremists fired on the 
police. Sripati Mahto managed to get free frcim the 
policemen. Though outnumbered the policemen did 
not lose courage and they returned the firing. In the 
encounter Sripati Mahto was killed and some of his 
associates injured. A pipe gun, a few empty and live 
.12 bore cartridges were recovered. 

Throughout these incidents Shri Surendra Narain 
Singh exhibited courage and gallantry of a high order.

2. Persons desiring to be appointed as approved 
Valuers must satisfy the conditions mentioned in 
Annexure I to this notice and should apply for ap- 
pointment in the form prescribed in Annexure IT. 

3. No person shall qualify for appointment as an 
approved Valuer, other than as a Valuer of works of 
Art, if he is employed under Government or any other 
employer. 

4. No person shall qualify for appointment as on 
approved Valuer, if, — * 

(a) he has been dismissed or removed from Gov- 
ernment Service; 


(c) he is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(d) he has been convicted of any offence and 
sentenced to a term of imprisonment or has 
been found guilty of misconduct in his pro- 
fessional capacity which, in the opinion of 
the Central Government, renders him unfit 
to be registered as a Valuer. 

The requirement laid down in the Annexure I that 
the applicant should have, for a period of not less than 
five years, — 

(i) rendered service in any capacity, or 

(ii) taught any subject, or 

(iii) practised any profession, or 

(iv) gained experience in any other capacity or 
field, as specified therein, shall, be deemed 
to have been fulfilled if the period for which 
the applicant has rendered such service, 
taught such subject, practised such profes 
sion or otherwise gained experience in such 
other capacity or field, taken either singly 
or collectively, is not less than five years and 
the Central Government is of opinion that 
the applicant has acquired sufficient experi- 
ence in tlie valuation of the class of assets of 
which he seeks to be approved as a valuer. 

6. Scale of Fees to he charged by the approved 
Valuer : — Subject to the provisions of items (2) and

valuer for valuation of any asset shall not exceed the 
amount calculated at the following rates, namely : — - 

On the first Rs. 50,000 of the asset as valued. —

the value. 

(2) Where two or more assets are required to be 
valued by an approved valuer at the instance of an as- 
sessec, all such assets shall be deemed to constitute a 
single asset for the purposes of calculating the fees 
payable to such approved valuer. 

(3) Where the amount of fees calculated in accord- 
ance with items (1) and (2) is less than Rs. 50, the 
approved valuer may charge Rs. 50/- as his fees.
